NOTIFICATION 
Bombay, the 29th June, 1979 

No. CER/17/79. —In exercise of the powers conferred on 
me by Clause 20 and sub-Clause (5) of Clause 21 of the 
Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948 and in supersession of 
the directions contained in the Textile Commissioner’s Noti¬ 
fication No. C-ER/17/74 dated 14th January. 1974, I hereby 
issue the following directions : 

(i) These directions shall come into force immediately 

and shall continue to be in iorce till 31st March, 
1982. 

(ii) These directions shall be complied with by all pro¬ 

ducers of yarn. 

(iii) If a producer of yarn is not able to comply with 

the provisions of this Notification for valid rea¬ 
sons he shall apply forthwith to the Tetile Com¬ 
missioner giving lull justification for his inability to 
comply with the Notification and obtain his specific 
orders in that behalf. 


2. Every producer of yarn shall pack yarn for civil con¬ 
sumption in hank form in each quarter commencing from 
the July-Sepiember, 1979 quarter and in every subsequent 
quarter in proportion of not less than fifty per cent of total 
yarn packed by him during each quarter for civil consump¬ 
tion : 

Provided that not less than eighty-five per cent of the yarn 
required to be packed in hank form shall be of counts 40s 
and below. 

3. During the operation of these directions the stipulations 
contained in the Permissions issued to the producers lor 
producing sixty-five per cent of yarn for civil consumption in 
hank form and ninety per cent of the production in counts 
below 40s shall remain in abeyance and instead the direc¬ 
tions contained in this notification shall apply to them. 

Explanation I : 

“Yarn” for the purpose of this Notification shall mean 
yarn within the meaning of the above said Cotton Textiles 
(Control) Older 1948 bur does not include the following :—* 

(It Hosiery Yam, (2) Sewing thread, (3) Industrial yarn 
like tyre cord etc. (4) Mixed yarn reeled off from cop 
bottoms of various counts and yarn comprising of single 
count reeled off from cop bottoms having loose and or knots 
at short lengths of single yarn. 

Explanation II : 

The expression "yarn packed for civil consumption” shall 
(1) in the case of a producer producing both cloth and yarn 
means yarn packed in excess of yarn actually used for wea¬ 
ving of cloth in his own weaving shed in the factory premises 
for sale in India and (2) in the case of a producer producing 
yarn only the entire quantity of yarn packed by him tor 
sale in India.
